Hi.f Hiiliiiesa uryca concord luid union 
nniDijg Ca tlKilicH and inBtt ucIa the hisliopa 
priiinole tho holding,' of ctjn^^tesHi'H, He 
cidl.H their attention to 1 lie iiiiportunco of 
c(jnil)iitiny for the truth of books and jour- 
naiisin and iir^ca that the clergy should not 
occupy themselves too muoh with civil and 
p<ditical matters. 

The Holy Father ilwells on tlie ])cril.s of 
rni.X'jil niarriut^cH, and cimtinuing spealin at 
length on the school (lueation and tho dis- 
ciplining of tcsohers. Uesaya: 

" Relative to elementary schools, voner- 
nl)le brethren, you must insist on and over 
reijuiro Uiat pariah priests and all those hav- 
ing tho euro of souls devote all their oiiro to 
the insiructioQ of their pupile in Christian 
doctrine, that they confide to no others that 
grave and noble t&ak, but that they set their 
hearts on reserving to themselves the entire 
weight thereof, well assured that nob only 
the salvation of families, bat likewise that 
of tho nation, depends in a great measure on 
the pious and salutary inatruotion of early 
youth, and never deem to hove attained to 
that dejjree of industry and of good mannge- 
ment such aa to warrunt you to rest from 
further progress in schools." 

From tho same aourco comes a graceful 
eulogy of Cardinal Gibbons, apropos of his 
silver juiiileo next month. The compliment 
ia from I ho M onilor do Rome of September 
y, and accredits him with " pnaaeadng all 
tho charms of com^uering souls."

argentine' REVOLUTION. 

Government Troops Defisated— The Katlonol 
Guard to be Mobilized. 

BnnNOs AvKES, Sept. 22. — Tho national 
troops in Corriontos have joined tho revolu- 
tionary movement. The crews of the gun- 
boats Republioa and Bermejo have also de- 
clared «ympithy with tho Tucumon rebels. 
Tho Argenline government haa ordered the 
National Guard to bo mobilized throughout 
tho country, and is determined to put down 
tho rebellion if poaaible. Kvcrything ia 
quiet in tho capital. Tho authorities con- 
tinue to arrest all persona who are auspccted 
of giving aid to the revolutioniata. The 
government haa been defeated in a battle 
in Tucunian; President Pellegrini has gone 
there with 1, .")()() men. 

RuKKDS Aykes, Sept. 22, — The Tucumau 
inaurgents are invading the adjacent pro 
vince of Santiago del Esterro and are at- 
tacking the government troops wherever 
opportunity oU'ers, The Premier haa ordered 
the governors of Santiago del Katorro and 
Tucuman to fight for every inch of ground 
and to hold out at any cost until the arrival 
of Oen. Felligrino^ The telegraph lines and 
railways have been partially destroyed be- 
tween Santo Fo and Tucuman. The nation- 
al guard is mobilizing throughout tho coun- 
try and marching troops may be seen on all 
the highways.

WELL SATISFIED. 

Franz Josof llns Complete Confidence in the 
Austrian Army. 

Vienna, Sopt. 22. — Kmperor Francis 
Joseph has issued an order which declurca 
that ho is entirely satisfied with tho way the 
army manoeuvres near Gnens, Hungary, 
which were concluded yesterday, were car- 
ried out He praises the efBoiency of the 
regular^roops, and expresses his gratifica- 
tion at the good discipline shown by the 
soldiers and their roonifest appreciation of 
theobjeota of tho manceuvrcs. The Emperor 
concludes by declaring that he has complete 
canQdoncB in the army. Emperor William 
reached Mohaia laat night, to which place 
the Lnporial party has gone on a shooting 
expedition. After a sliort atop mode at 
Moliaia, tho royal aportsmen will proceed to 
Bogfok, which they will made their head- 
quarters during their shooling excursion. 



London, Sept. 22.— A dispateh from 
Hoanesford, Staffordshire, where the strik- 
ing miners hecanio riotous last night, says 
that a mob of men and women attacked u 
train laden with slack which arrived during 
the evening, with Stones and other missiles. 
The engine-driver and firemen of 
the train seemed to bo tho 
especial mark for the volleys of tho crowd. 
The mine agent after considerable trouble 
succeeded in persuading the rioters to dis- 
perse. In a short time however, the 
(trikera again gathered and once moro began 
their rioting demonstrations. They released 
tho brakes of several cars which wor-j stand- 
ing on the track near the pit and started 
the cars in motion. Fortunately they ran 
upon a siding and no damage resulted. Later 
the mob set fire to a oar containing sixteen 
tons of alack, and before anything could be 
done to extioguish the flames the car and 
its contents were consumed. The police 
arrived on the scene at midnight, and this 
morning a bnnjlred ofiBcers are on guard at 
the mouths of the pits. The damage done 
by the rioters is not so great as was at first 
Buppoaed. 

BRAZIL'S REVOLUTION. 

The Rebel Vessels Off Rio Have Their 
Decks Cleared for 
Action. 



Latest News Not So Favorable to the 
Opponents of the Gov- 
ernment. 



London, Sept. 22 — A private telegram 
sent from Rio this morning, which reached 
London at noon, says the government 
troops still hold possession of tho city. The 
vessels of the rebel fleet in tho harbor clear- 
ed their decks for action and the drum beat 
to quarters early this morning; but the 
bombardment had not been renewed up to 
the time the dispatch was sent. The tele- 
gram adds that an enormous number of 
niesaagea are paaaing from Brazil to Kurope. 
Ml outward diepatchea are closely acanued 
in order to ]ir«vent the use of any code, 

Kkw Youk, Sept. 21. — The Herald's 
Montevideo special aaya news received here 
yesterday is not as favorable to tho cause of 
tho revolutionists as heretofore. The rebel 
aquadroo, of which the Republioa is the 
flagship, which sailed for the south intend- 
ing to bombard Santos, Forte Alegre and 
Bio Grande do Sul, has been defeated. 
Wlien they arrived off "Santos the guns of 
the Republioa and Pallas were trained on 
the city. The land forces wore awaiting 
the attack and the shore artillery replied 
with vigor. The fight was kept up for two 
hours, when the rebel fleet hoisted anchor 
und sailed southward. Desertions from the 
rimka of the revolutionists are daily report- 
ed. Tho federal troops in Rio Grande do 
Sul have abandoned tho siege of tho city of 
San Kugoiiio, which tliey found waa too 
strongly defended to attack with any hppe 
of Huccess. There was considerable akiim- 
inhing hut no deciaivo results. Two llioua- 
aiid federalH, under C'lnimaiid of (leueral 
Pena, wore encamped near Bantiuta, intend- 
ing to attack San Kugenio, wbioh was 
defended by (iOU Castilhistas, commanded 
by General Tigro. 

Arrc^l of AnarrlilHlN. 

Baii(;ki,on.a, Sopt. 22. — The police here 
raided the Aniirchiat club to-day, and 
seized two dozen petards and several largo 
packages of trauts and placards. All the 
members found in the building were ar- 
rested.

Ottawa, Sept. 22.— Senator John Boyd, 
of St. John, N.B., was to-day sworn in as 
Lieut. 'Governor of New Brunswick by Mr. 
MoGee, clerk of the Privy Council. Mr. 
McGeo telegraphed last evening to tho Sena- 
tor, who wua iu Montreal, that ho could 
either be sworn in at Ottawa or Quebec, and 
Mr. Boyd decided to return to Ottawa, 
where the ceremony waa consummated to- 
day. The new Lieut.-Governor left for 
home this evening to assume bis new posi- 
tion. ~) 

The trade returns for the past month were 
aaued to-day. The exports are valued at 
$ I. '1,672,817, an increase of a quarter of a 
million, and the imports $11,376,862, or a 
decrease of two miltiona and a quarter. As 
July showed an increase of a million and a 
quarter for the corresponding month last 
year, the net decrease so far this year ia a 
million dollars. The duty collected to the 
end of August amounts to $3,746,834, an in. 
crease of §56,991.

\Aon. The first named is in command of 
Captain Whiteley, and has a catch of I..'1'20 
akina. She bears but few signs of tho fear- 
ful blow she received from a whale while off 
tho Japan coast a few mouths ago, aa sho 
las been staunchly repuired. Captain 
Whiteley says he thinks the whale was 
feeding whou ho struck it and the blow 
which tho monster gave llie bchooncr almoat 
swamped hor, aa it certainly would have 
lono had it not been for tho extra amount 
of strength which the vessel poaaeases. The 
blow severely wounded the whale for it was 
afterwards seen iu apparently great agony, 
though Captain Whiteley says he did not 
oare to pay any attention to it after tho first 
encounter, for the schooner was so badly 
disabled that it took him all his time to 
make Yokohama. One of tho Mormaid's 
hunters, named O'Brien, who was sec' nd 
mate on tho \V. P. Hall last yeor, waa 
placed on board the British man of- war 
Porpoise, at sea on July 26. suffering from 
an abseess in the head, being upon the 
advice of the surgeon of the Porpoise re- 
ceived on the warship for medical attention. 
The schooner Ltbbie'soraise was not so full 
of incidents as was the Mermaid's. She 
secured a catch of 1,030 skins, 400 of which 
were obtained ou the Russian coaat. Her 
tup lino boat registered 'SM pelts for tho 
year, while her amalleat only secured 100. 
Tho Sea Lion's catch for the season is 1,000 
skins. The Dora Sieward, which will proba- 
bly be in port to-day, has 1,805 skins.

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BUSINESS CONCLUDED. 

The Presbytery of Victoria Finishes 
Its Pi'eaeut Work— Au Inter- 
esting Session. 



Finding* of the Gonrt in the Second 
Oharsre Against Bev. P. 
McF. Macleod. 



The Presbytery of Victoria mot again 
yesterday morning, at 10 o'clock, and pro- 
coedod at onoo to buoineaa, liio eeaBioa liav- 
ing been opened with Bible reading and 
prayer. The Bamo membera wera present 
as on Thursday. 

Rev. D. A. Macrae, rising to a question 
of privilege, referred to a statement he had 
made on Thursday that Rev. Mr. Maoleod 
was ondeavjring to oreuto the impression 
that he was being persoeuted in Viotoria. 
Ho ( Mri Macrae) had then stated that Mr. 
Macleod bad written a letter in which he 
made the acoaoatiou, and Mr. Macleod de- 
nied having done so. He had now in his 
hands one o{ the letters he had referred to, 
and would read it to tbo court, in order to 
show that he hud stated exactly what was 
correct. 

Rev. Mr. Maoleod~-Ta whom is that let- 
ter addressed? 

Rev. D. A. Macrae — To Mr. Alexander 
Shaw. 

Re7. Mr, Mooleod did not think this 
letter shonid he read, aa it was a private 
conimuDioation written in confidence to a 

man ho t.lioucht was his friend. 

Rev. 1). A. Mucruo— When the rjueation 
came up I was cxprcsiing regret that the 
improeaioi) ahcnilil Imvu gonu abroad that 
you thought you wcro hning peraijouted, 
and you claimed you hiul never given that 
impresBion to the publi;, and were not re- 
sponsible for it. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod — Have I not a right to 
cxprcsa my opinion in a private letter ? 
That docs not ri Uect on the court ! 

Rev. I). A. Macrae — You know what the 
fact is, Mr. Macleod. You wrote to every 
member of the Presbytery resident outside 
the city, and claimed that the Victoria 
members were prejudiced against you. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod protested ugaiust thia 
use being made ot hia private lectors. He 
said: " It shows that there is not a man 
that one can trust in the whole Pnsbytery 
to treat him like an honorable man." 

Rev. Mr. Winchester —Will the clerk 
please take those words down. 

Rev. D. A. Macrae — Will you repeat 
those words. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod--! retract what I said, 
but I must declare it is a most dishonorable 
thing for any member of this court to pro- 
duce private letters wi'hout niy permisaion. 

Rev. Dr. Robertson — This is & letter that 
must be considered as privileged. It is 
addressed to a member of this conrt, and 
can bo properly produced. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod — I wrote that letter to 
Mr. Shaw, thinking be was a friend of mine, 
and I oanoot be called into question for any 
private opinion I may express to a friend. 
If I can it is 4 new lesson for me. The 
statements in that letter are suohas I would 
never have made in public — they are pri- 
vate and addressed to a' friend. 

Glerk MaeRae — Mr. Maolebd ftt the out- 
set claimed the court was not competent, 
but I would like to know who are the mem- 
bers most likely to' be prejudiced, those who 
are here in the oity or those to whom Mr. 
Macleod wrote saying that it could be 
proven that the local members were pre- 
judiced against him. He continued, "And 
will you say Mr. Macleod that, you did not 
declare after you read our remonatunce from 
the pulpit on Sunday at the old Methodist 
church that ' they canuot drive mo out of 
Victoria' ? '■ 

Rev. Mr. Macleod claimed he had qual- 
ified thia stattnient very much, Ho then 
apologized for hi.s previous remark, which 
he said h'ld bien made in a burst of burning 
indignation at ao great a liberty boins^ taken 
aa to read at the i'rctibytery a letter which 
was private. 

Rev. Mr. Winchester — lieforo you make 
such a baseless, groundless accusation, such 
a foul, unwarrantable slander, 1 hurl hack 
at you your words about burning indigna- 
tion, for who has cause of c implairt greater 
than ours that you should read from a pub- 
lic pulpit a private remonstrance which wo 
sent to you to endeavor to prevent what 
would bo clearly a violation of church law ': 
Could anything bo more outrageous than 
that you should m>ke such a use of a 
brotherly, kindly but dignified remonstrance 
we made to seek to prevent your doing 
what nmst injure our cause and our church '! 
And more than that, I have a letter in my 
hand which you wrote to mo from which I 
quote your words;" Thia is, of course, a per- 
secution to prevent the formation of the 
new coDgreijation." Dare you deny that .' 

Rev. Mr, Maolead — Have 1 no righti V 
If Mr. 'Winchester has any charges to make 
against me, why should be not formulate 
them and nive me an opportunity of reply- 
ing to them t It seems that under this ques- 
tion of privilege an attempt is being made 
to make a further attack ou me. 

Rev. Mr. Winchester claimed he was at 
perfect liberty to read this letter to sub- 
stantiate the statement made by Rev, D. A. 
Macrae and dt tied by Bev, Mr, Macleod. 

Rev. D. A. Macrae— I want it understood 
before this Presbytery that any statement I 
may make and can't prove, I will retract 
like a man. 

The chargo againat Mr. Maolood that 
ho had iaaued diKmiasala from St. Andrew's 
church after bis reaignation was in the 
bands ot the Preubytcry, and be had ccaai-d 
to conduct the public servicta, was then 
taken up. 

Rev. 1). A. Macrae atateil the ciao, A 
number of letters of diHiniHaal were granlcd 
to members of Hi. Andrew's church rluring 
the late trouble. Before he b.ul left then- 
lie (Mr. Muceod) iKMici! a cireul ir a.^kiiii; 
those who Kympatliiziil with liiui to oine 
out. Mr. Maeieod t lion preached a farewi'l! 
sermon and left the church, but for onn 
montli more he pn aclii^d at the tin atri! i.nd 
supplied the i)ul|iit of St. Anilrew's by 
another clergyman, and demuiHled salary 
for that month and was paid. While preach- 
ing at the theatre Mr. Macleod issued lifty- 
nine d iHruia^alH, of which the namea of forty 
six were on the petition for the new church 
This was not Presbyteriauiam, for the 
session was given tbo lupervision of these 
matters and the Presbyiery should not 
tolerate suoh an assumption of authority by 
any minister. He would make a motion 
later on. 

Rev. Mr. Maoleod— Does the court draw 
up the resolution before the aooused parties 
are heard 7 If that is the way you are going 
to go on it makes no difference what I say. 

Rev. D. A. Macrae— This is only a reso- 
lution I have drawn up on my own account 

Rev. Dr. Campbell — The court has not 
moved any reaolution. 

Rev. Mr. WinclieKtir— \\'hcn wegive you 
no opportunity of speaking iu defence it is 
time to complain. 

After some disoussion as to procedure it 
was decided to hear the motion, which was 
then prescnled. 

Kov. Mr. Macleod wished leave to speak 
and was allowed. Ue claimed that legally 



he was responsible to the Presbytery for the 
paatoputo of St. Andrew's until September 
U, and between Augusc and that titne had 
held two meetings of the session. Ho ao- 
knowlodted issuing the certidoates whiuh 
ho had then taken down to the seaaion clerk, 
Mr. IJBthune.for signature, but Mr. Buthuno 
rofnetd to sign them. Ho had nothing to 
hide iu the matter but on tho contrary wish 
ed to have overythiug in connection with 
hia conduct made known, so that if any oor- 
titicatcs woro wrongly issued thoy could be 
returned. Ho could not have brought the 
matter before the session himself as he liad 
not issued them until the l^lst of Angiist. 
Legally and - technically he considered 
ho was -pasiior of the church when 
tho certiScat,e8 were issued. He objected 
to the circular which Mr. ;Maorae read be- 
ing referred to, as it was avprivate matter, 
and declared he had made no attempt to 
divide the congregation. The strife was 
not between himself . and the congregation 
but between certain elements in the congre- 
gation who wore for and against him, The 
result of tho trouble Was that a resolution 
was passed asking him to resign at pnoe, 
thia step being declared necessary in order 
to preserve the existence of the church. He 
recalled the fact that after bis return from 
the Bast he had offered to remain as pastor 
of St. Andrew's for whatever Salary the 
revenue would produce ufter the interest 
on the debt was paid, but he had then been 
told that nothing hut his immediate resigna- 
tion would do. Tho St. Andrew's church 
people had no doubt expected that he 
would get out of tho city, but ho had 
not gone, as there were a large number of 
people who wanted to enjoy, and were now 
enjoying, his ndnistry. If tho certilicatea, 
however, were wrongfully granted, they 
could bo recalled, aud ftcah application 
would have to bo made. But us to his Ug d, 
technical ijo.iition, there was no doubt, no 
matter what might be said of tho uuwise 
course iu granting the diamissals. 

Rov. Dr. Campbell— Wo all admit it is 
tho duty of tho session to grant certificates 
to members leaving tho congregation. It is 
provided that, between meetings of the ses- 
sion, tho Moderator may grant cortilicatos 
to membore in good standing, but 1 don't 
think anyone can say that this was intend- 
ed to authorize the issuauca, in this way, of 
certificates by the wholesale. If this pro- 
cedure were tolerated it wOuld be possible 
to deplete and ruin any congregation. A 
principle is here at stake, and if the Pres- 
bytery does not take cogniztuoe of it a blow 
will be struck at the very foundation of our 
church organizfttion. 

Clerk MacRao advised the session of St. 
Andrew's church to refer tho matter of tho 
certificates to tho Presbytery for a decision. 

Rev. Dr. Robertson suggested that while 
tile Prealiytery should condemn tho conduct 
of Mr. JIacleod, steps should at the same 
time be taken to ratify tho certificates ao 
that they ndght be valid. Ho thought that 
after Mr. Macleod had sent in hia resigna- 
tion he should have done nothing but tho 
moat formal matters, for ho waa tho cus- 
todian of the interests of tho congregation, 
and by oomrr.itting such an error of judg- 
ment was likely to create a very bad im- 
pression. Tlie whole matter waa paiiifnl iu 
tho extreme, but at the same lime the inter- 
ests of tho congregations and of Presby- 
terianism must bo con-erved. 

Clerk MaoRae — What can wo do with 
these certificates ? I do not say that it ia 
80, but it has b::en mooted that some of the 
parties who received these certificates never 
asked for them 

..Rev. D. A. Macrae — What we want to do 
is to strongly disapprove the conduct of 
Mr. Macleod, but wo don't want to affect 
the validity of those certificates which have 

been issued. 

Tho reaolulion was then amended as fol- 
lows and was carried unanimously : 

Moved by Rev. D. A. Macrae, seconded 
by Mr. A. Shaw, " That inasmuch aa Mr. 
Macleod ceased to conduct the public ser- 
vices in connection with St. Andrew'a 
church, Victoria, on and after the last Sab- 
bath of July last, although his resignation 
of the pastorate was not dealt with or ac- 
cepted by Presbytery till the 6lh of Sep- 
tember current, and was conducting public 
services iu other buildings in this city dur- 
ing August and the first Sabbath in Septem- 
ber ; that inasmuch as St. Andrew's con- 
gregation was struggling with a heavy debt, 
contracted in buildmg a church during the 
pastorate of Mr. Macleod, and needed every 
encouragement to enable it to meet pressing 
finai]cial obligations ; that inasmuch os Mr. 
Macleod iasued certificates of dispensation 
to the uuniber of oO, or about 
one-sixth of tho members in full 
communion with St. Andrew's congregation 
between tbo 1st day of Auguat aud the 4th 
day of September witliout consulting the 
seaaion or receiving its aanclion afterwards ; 
that inaamuch aa ilie ilisjunclion of ao large 
a number of communicants waa calculated 
to ilimiuish the ability of the congregation 
to meet its indebtedness and otherwise im- 
pair ita uaefulneaa ; that inasmuoh^aa about 
forty-six of the per.sona bo difjoined have 
their names appended to a petition now ly- 
ing on tho laljlc of the Presbytery asking 
the Presbytery to organize tho petitioners 
into a congregation, with Mr. Macleod 
as pastor — the Presbytery is constrained to 
record ita decided disapproval of Mr. 
Maoleod's eonduct in tho promises in issu- 
ing theae certificates withtmt consulting the 
session and securing its approval at tho 
time or at aomo subactiuenl date. The 
Presbytery would recommend the session, 
however, to confirm these certificates, unless 
it should appear that any of them were 
issued in error." 

Rov. Mr. Maolood announced that ho 
would appeal against this decision to the 
Synod. 

A committee, consisting of Rev. Dr. 
Campbell, Rev. D. A. Msorae, Mr. J. T. 
i^'lhuno and Clerk MaoRae was appointed 
to ri ply to the appeal. 

The meeting was then brought to a close 
with prayer.

adopted by the General Assembly ot 1889 to 
conduct any regular religious services in 
suoh oases till tho Presbytery has decided to 
grant organization and has provided for 
luoh services; whereas Mr. P. MoF. Ma'^lcod 
did hold services on tho lOth and 17tb of 
September, forenoon and evening, in the old 
Methodist church, corner of Broad street

THE RIGHT VIEW. 

The Toronto Telegram puts tho futility of 
disouesing the Manitoba sohool question in 

ita present ph lao in strong light. It a»ys : 
It ia a pity that their audiences should 
expect the Premier and Mr. Laurier to con- 
tiimo telling them that tho other party has 
acted unpacriotically and irrationally in re- 
C[ieet of the Manitoba school question. 

The matter haa gone beyond the purview 
of tho polilioi-ina. What they cin say or 
do will have no tffeot upon tho Supreme 
court judgea who are to pronounce upon tho 
tjiieation oi remedial legislation. Sir John 
Thoinpaon'a Government availed itaelf of a 
proviaiou of tho IJriiiah North Amorica Act 
when it referri.d liie queatiou lo the biglieal 
court in the land, and if (here be any objec- 
tion to be made, it should lie aa against the 
constitution of the Dominion, an iuatrnnieot 
whieh has proved wholly acceptable to no- 
li idy. 

This ia exactly how the matter stands. 
Tho minority in Manitoba believe that they 
have a remedy at law for the grievance of 
whioh they complain. They have, there- 
fore, appealed to the law, and until thu Su- 
preme court decides whether they are right 
or not the matter is out of tho arena of poli- 
tics. Thia the Liberals know well, but aa 
they believe that some capital can be made 
by stirring up the question and talking about 
it in an indetiiiile ind non-coramlttal Way 
thoy cannot let the iimltor reab, 

LOOK AT HOME. 

It ia a pity that tho Americana who ao 
bitterly donounco- tho British Llouao of 
Lorda do not pause a moment to contem- 
plate the position now occupied by their 
own Senate, That body has put itaelf in 
oppoaition to tho will of tho nation, and 
has deliberately placed obatruelionB in tho 
way of legislation whieh tho Amerioau 
people consider neccaaary. The Senators 
cannot make any mlatako as to what are 
the wishes of the people with respeot to the 
repeal of the Sherman Act, Seldom in any 
nation haa tho popular will boon ao strongly 
and BO generally oxpreaued u8 it is and hue 
been for a long tinio in tho United Statea 
with roapoct to tho ailver queslinii. Vol 
tho Senate has dinregardod tho popular 
voice. It baa permitted the legislation de- 
manded by the people to bo delayed by de- 
viueB of parliamentary obatruotiou, to whioh 
\t would have been shameful to resort had 
tho moaaure been ono of no moro than ordin- 
ary importanco. Thinking and patriotic 
men in the United States are indiftnunt at 
tlio contempt of the \ people's wiehes dis- 
played by tho Senate, and express 'them- 



JNDiaifANT DEMOORATS. 

The San Francisco Ex|miiner, though a 
Democratic paper, is in rtlolt against tho 

Dtinocratio President. The course whieh 
the Adminiatration is pursuing with reapoct 
to tho Geary law is tho cauae of the 
Ext>ininer'a discmtent. That paper believes 
that it ia the duty of the I'reaideiit to do all 
in hia power to entoroe that law, and that 
when he takes upon himself to allow it to 
remain inoperative, ho acta tho part not of 
a constitutional ruler, but of a dictator or 
an irresponaiblo despot. It ia, our San 
Francisco contemporary contends, tho duty 
of every member of Congress, whether ho 
approves of the Geary law or not, boldly to 
withstand the President in his attempt to 
override tho law. After assertiog that Mr, 
Cleveland'a conduct ia an " insolent viola- 
tion of hia oath of ollieo and in contempt of 
tho legialativo and judicial arms of Govern 
mont," it goes on to say that the Geary law 
" DOW represents the assailed principle of 
constitational government. The members 
of the Pacific Coast will not bo alone in 
their battle for the maintenance of tho re- 
quiremcuta of law." 

There are people who look upon the en- 
forcement ot the Geary law and opposition 
to it in a very different light from that 
in whioh are viewed by the San 
Francisco lixaminor. The whole Method iat 
body in the Great Republic, for iuBtanco, 
aeem to conauler that upon tho way in which 
tho United States Government deal with 
thia matter ol the Geary law depends its 
ohckracber among the nations for good faith 
and fair dealing. They have, consequently, 
sent petitions signed by hundreds of tlioua- 
unds to Congress, praying to have the law 
repealed. It ia not to bo expected that 
theae good people, and millions of olhora 
liko-miaded, will be very severe on the 
President for aeizinti any pretext that pre- 
sents itself to prevent the law being put in 
full operation. 

ABOUT BANKERS. 

It has been said that the present crisis in 
tho United Stutea haa been brought on by a 
conapiraey of tho baukera and other " gold- 
buga " of Europe to drive silver out of the 
field as a money metal. Sir John Lubbock, 
in an article in the September number of 
tho North American Review, shows the un- 
rcnaonablenesa ua well ua the groandlessnesa 
of thia accuaution. He saya : 

It is often said thai bankets have special 
interest in raising tho value of tbeetandard. 
Hut this is quite a mistake. Bankers are 
both debtors and creditors. The capital 
placed in their hands by depositors IB lent 
out, and what their debtors owe them they, 
in turn, owo to their customers. So far- as 
their own capital ia concerned, they arc in 
the naniu position aa auyoiiu eiau who haa 
isny aavinga. Who are the b uikera ',' Take 
the liank of lOnglaiKl, The amount of hank 
Btcck held by the directors is iutinilcaimal. 
It is hold ni^dnly eilher by inauraiieo ulVieea 
and other inatiiutiona, who again bold it 
for their aliareholdera, or by truatees, 
clergymen, widows and others who are con- 
tent with a low rate of inlortat for the aake 
of good accurity. Tho working elusuea — 
not, of couree, individually, bul collect- 
ively — arc the great cupiLiliata. X'huy own 
fur more and their inleriBt ia far larger 
lliiin lluit uf baukera. Those who can bo 
called groat uapilaliata own a mere infin- 
iteaimal frucliou of iho property of the 
country. 

In the amno article Sir John Lubbock 
says ; 

I quite concur with the biniotallisla in 
wiahiug silver to contiuua in uae both as a 
coin and aa a standard of value. It would 
bo a misfortuuo if India or China wcro to 
adopt a gold atandard, liut when they 
apeak aa it ailver had tieeii excluded from its 
monetary prtvilegea, tliey forget that the 
majority of mankind Kliil uKo silver ua the 
standard of value. W'o arc inonomotalliata, 
notaswiahing tho whole world to adopt 
gold, bul aa wishing each country to have a 
uniform standard, 

Por my part, 1 deny that the plan pro- 
posed can reasonably bo called himetnlliam. 
It ia monometalliam, with un option to the 
debtor. I always wonder that bimutnlliata 
have not proposed to make thu legal tender 
in the laat resort half gold and half silver. 
That would be real bimetallism, but what 
thev propose la that one party to a contract 
aball b Ave the option of paying ia either

This hriek haa 
been bought liy the Government at §9 per 
thousand delivered on the grounds, and will 
be used in the m xl contract let, as tho con- 
tractors in tendering will agree to purchat-e 
it from the (ioverniiient at the same price 
The reasons the purchase ia now made are 
that next winter, when tho bricks will 1)- 
required, stocks will in all probability be 
low and the prices are morally sure to ad 
Vance. Tho price now paid is a very low 
one, and another consideration, too, ia that 
bricks which havo been stacked for some 
time become acasoned and arc very much 
better for building than tboao which come 
hot from the kiln. All tho available teams 
are now at work hauling the brick to the 
site of tho new buildings. It mav be men 
tioned that the market price in Vaneiuver 
is now §10 per thousand. The total num 
ber of bricks n quired to coiupleto tho 
building will be between four and live ndl- 
liona. 

Hon. \V. B Ives, President of tho Privy 
Council of Canada, arrived here last, even- 
ing on a visit to the capital, accoinpinied 
by a party of well known Easterners, in 
eluding iNIr. R. H. Pope, M P of Ooinpton, 
Quo., and Mra. Pope, IJr. V. L. Biowne, of 
Melhourue, (,)ue., Mr (jeor^e G. Fnater, 
advueato of Montreal, .Mr. Fred. White, 
comptroller of tho NortliwcHt Mounted 
Police, Dr. R. Wallace, of Edinburgh, and 
Mr. Howard Buck, of Oitawa, private Bc:c 
rotary. Tho parly are regiater'.d at the 
Uriard, and while they will (uily remain one 
day in the city they will enrleavor to see aa 
much of the place as possible, and will no 
doubt spend the short lime at their disposal 
in such a way as to carry away a favorable 
impression of the city. Hon. .Mr. Ivca is 
the head of tlie .Mounied Police Department, 
and with Mr. Fied. While, the comptroller, 
and the parly has been spending the piat 
three weeks on a tour of inspection, having 
visited all the p'lata in the Territories Two 
days ago they drove over UO miUa from Kuri 
Maoleod to Finder Creek, thence to Leili- 
bridge and return, and conaequjutly were 
thoroughly tired when they reached the C. 
P. R. main lias again, and were even not 
well rested when they arrived here. Mr. 
Ives wishes, if possible, to see some of tho 
farming country around Victoria, to visit 
the naval dockyard and the quarantine sta- 
tion, along with other points of interest, 
but the britfness of the stay will possi- 
bly prevent his taking in all tho sighio. 
Speaking of the rumor wliicli was current 
as to the disoolulion of parliament, Mr. 
Ives confirmed what Hon. Mr. li.jwell said 
while here. The govc rninent ia pledged to 
a revision of the lariff and there will bo no 
election in any event until thia is done. 
Asked as to tho proposed fort ilioaliona tho 
President of the Council replied that lie 
could not atato whal the entire plans wore 
further than that tho old " C " Battery bar- 
rocks wero to bo transferred to the Imperial 
Government aa part of the Canadian con- 
tribution, while the intention was to so pro- 
tect the coast that the porta of l'>(iuimalt, 
Victoria and Vancouver would be thoroughly 
protected against invasion. Mr. Ives is 
warm in lim praise of tlie mounted police as 
a body oi men, considering them moat 
thoroughly disciplined and ellicient. Ho 
could say but little so far of hia impression 
of tho country further than what ho had 
seen along tho C. I' R line, which surprised 
and delighted him, more especially as thia 
is bis first trip to the coast. 



THE ALBERNI MINES. 



Remarkably Rich Returns Sectired 
From Samples Taken From 
Gbina creek Ledges* 



An Old-Time Prediction by Sir Rodor- 
ick Murcbison— Hon. Col- Baker 
Will Visit the Mines.

Lottera from Alberni received yesterday, 
atato that assays made from quartz taken 
from tho tunnel in tho Golden Eagle, the 
discovery claim, resulted in a return of $600 
of gold per ton. Assays made at the Gov- 
ernment office in Victoria from samples 
secured by Mr. Carmichael on his visit to 
the mine, havo given aa high as ljl!,000 per 
ton. The assay of rock from the ledge lo- 
cated by Frank McQuillan at tho head of 
Hiwutoheea Creek also give lar|>e returns. 
There is considerable excitement in Victoria 
over the discoveries, and many prospectors, 
professional and amateur, havo left for the 
liiild for tho purpoao of locating a claim. 
I'here are several practical mine oivuors and 
mining men in tho city at present who havo 
aeen the various ore apeciinens in tho poa- 
aeaaion of Mr. H Saunders, and all pro- 
nounce the ore to bo remarkably good, and 
say that it has every indication 
ot permanency, the gold being dialri- 
buted through tho rock. Nothing more 
dcdnilo haa betn iearni-d than tho infer 
matiooobtained from Mr. Carinichaera visit, 
except the report from assays and various 
reports ahoui Piank McQuillan's find. He 
is aaid to be making gooa pay by the primi- 
tive mortar and pestle process Mining 
men generally ooncedo that there is good 
roasou for belioving that a rich gold i|uariz 
country has been disoovored. 

An old resident of Victoria stated yealcr- 
ilay lhal the discovery of rich i|uar z and 
placer mines on Vancouver Island waa pre- 
dicted over thirty years ago hy Sir Koderick 
Murcbison, an eminent geological authority. 
He is said to have stated to the oulooiul 
governor, Col. Kennedy, that the geological 
formation of Vancouver Island indicated 
that gold was present and that it sooner or 
later would bo Jisuovercd, although this 
would be retarded by the luxuriant 
undergrowth. Tho aamples sent in 
from China I'reek are exoediugly rich, and 
one taken from the ledgo 100 feel above tho 
tunnel on the (ioldeii Kagle claim, is thickly 
euorualed with gold. The lodge at this 
point ia eight feet in width 

To-day, Hon. Col. Baker, niinistor of 
mines, starts for China Creek district to iu- 
(|uiro into tho necessities of the district in 
the way of trails, etc. Ho will be accompanied 
by Mr. H. Carmichael, government assayer, 
and Aid. W. A. Robertson, who is an inde- 
fatigable and suu:cuuful prospector. They 
will be absent a week, and delinite knowl- 
edge of tho dislricc, its mineral wealth and 
requirements, is expected as a result of 
the otBeial vi.it. 

Tho following is a letter on Iho mines 
which appeared in the Nanaiino Free Press : 
"Mr. Carmichael'a late report on China 
Creek gold mines, proves the correctness of 
expert I'hillip's report on this part of the 
Island (aeo I'hillip's work on tho North- 
west coast of America) issued afier his visit 
in the early part of the seventies — tho opin- 
ion has long been held ihat heavy deposits 
of auriferous qiiar z and placers existed in 
this direction Mineral cl.iima wero staked 
olF by Nanaiii o ueoplc, anioogit whom woio 
the late T. E. I'eck, and others well known 
here in the early daya. The distance of 
" Mount S.iuuders " ia about in a bee line 
tifteen miles west by north from the head of 
Nanaimo lakes, which latter are twelve miies 
southwest by west from Nanaimo, making 
the whole distance about twemy-snc miUa 
to twenty eight miles from JUoainio via 
I he l.kea. The trend of the lode north 
oorthe,ist b_t soutli southwest will bring the 
lode by continuance, a trifle West of M.junt 
Cosmos, through the lake district, and near 
the lakes, if the lakes are correctly located 
on our maps. This will show that a con- 
tinuance of the present lake trail for ten 
miles along the side hilla would bring the 
veina within a short distance comparaiively 
of Nanaimo. This mineral helt reaches 
down for miles towards tho lake region from 
Mount .Spencer. 

" The route is favorable for a good vvagon 
road liriiiching from the Douglas district 
ro!id wiHi.i rly. The only diHijuliy has been 
lu passing the northern side ol Nanaimo 
Inke. The mineral belt stretches from tho 
East Coast through Cameron district, 'pass- 
ing Mounts IJouglaa and Spencer to the 
N'itinal and G.irdon rivers On tho latter 
creek (|uito a lot of C'ninamen are at work 
watliiiig gravel. Tho assay, so far, from 
China creek (juartz has been very good, 
ranging from a few dollars to thousands of 
dollars pi r ton. Thia range ia believed by 
many old Californiana to be a continuity of 
the auriferous belts of that ataie. A care- 
ful study of the lielt will atrongly sustain 
those views, coupled with tho preacuce of 
ti-lluroidj in both localities. The belt of 
land lying between Mount Spencer and 
.Mount Cosmos, head of Nanaimo lakes, de- 
serves the oar<"ful attention of pruoiical 
prospectors. If the provindal residtnta 
on't look to it an influx of foreigners will. 
The veins and oroSs-veios huvo already 
shown proof of fairly good returns to re- 
maikably rich deposits. The introduction 
of machinery for the extraction of the gold 
will soon be a reality, and the bum of in- 
dustry awake the echoes of the hills anil 
vales. Mines are not made in a day nor liy 
results g.ini'd withouu labor. However 
there Ih In t le doubt that, llioiii>li they may 
not make hig returns of a Port Angeles, 
Durham or Port Simpson town booms, they 
will,coutinue produoiivo far longer."

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 



Bricklayers Will Strike Because 
Drain Inspector Is Not a 
Practical Mason. 



Aldermen Declare That Their Oilicer 
Should Ke Uuder Ho Unt- 
side Control. 



The Becognized Standard Brands. 



The City Council had ft Bpeciul meeting 
yesterday afternoon, all tlio members pro- 
Bent except A'd. MuTaviuh. 

A report from tho Sewerage committee, 
pceseDted by Aid. Belyea, ohairmaD, teoom- 
mendod that the oontraob for the Work 
eatato surface drain bo awarded to McGregor 
ct Jeovea, tho lowest tenderers, at §25,323. 
Adopted unanimously. 

Mayok Bkaven informed the Council 
that tho Mayor of Westminster, who ia now 
in the city, is very anxious that the Vic- 
toria board of aldermen should attend tho 
exhibition there next week. 

The matter of guarantees from municipal 
oflicers, required by section 102 of tho Mun- 
icipal Act, 1892, was taken up and referred 
to the Finance committee for a rcijui l upon 
the amount and nature of the security to be 
demanded. 

Ald. Bklvea read the following letter, 
which hud been referred to him as chairman 
of tho Sewerugo committee :

All). Bfi.yka proceeded to explain that, 
the Council having failed lo appoint any 
inspector for tho work in i|ue8tion, the sew 
erage committee had, out of tho list of 
applicants, chosen a Mr. Murray, and put 
him iu charge ponding a permanent appoint 
ment. He had pood recommendatious, and 
the committee believed him to lie a first 
class man, practical and cup ible. It ooemed 
now that the bricklayerb' union say ho is not 
ft mason at all, ftud they oujuot to have any 
one else but a member of their union about 
tho works. The idea thit tho inspector 
should be a practical man was all right, ljut 
he need not necessarily bo able to lay bricks 
himself. A man who knew a good boot 
when he saw one might bo utterly incupabh 
of making it. He ohjected to any such die 
tation as this, and if the inspector selected 
by the oomniittee turned out lo he a capa 
bio man the Council should stick to him, 
even if the bricklayers did strike. 

Ald. Bkaoo said the bricklayers had no 
option but to take the course they had, as 
the laws of tho union to which they belong- 
ed said that where brickwork predomi- 
nates the clerk of works must be a practical 
mason. It seemed a little ridiculous to have 
B carpenter, which Mr. Murray was, over- 
seeing the construction of a sewer. What 
waa wanted was a man who knows tho 
property of cement, the quality of bricks, 
and how they should be laid. He hud had 
a talk with the bricklayers, and could assure 
the Connoil that they had no desire to dic- 
tate as obargrd. 

Ald. Styles said that from time imme- 
morial there had been snob objeotioos raised 
by men of one trade to supervlaion by men 
of another. He did not think Mr. Murray 
was a iudge of brickwork, and hoped the 
board would appoint some bricklayer in- 
stead. 

Ald. Robertson was of the same opinion. 
He had found on inquiry the previous day 
that the engineer had made no test of the 
cement. If a bricklayer bad been ap- 
pointed inspector he conld have made the 
test. 

MavokBkaves reminded the Council that 
when tliey had held their iniffectual ballot 
to (ill this position, tho man who received 
Ihe highest number of votes was not a 
bricklayer —an evidence tliat they were uaa 
whole not infallible, any more than were 
the coniniittee, whoee only iluairc, as he un- 
derstood, vviia to secure a practical num. 

Al.i). .Stvi.es — Tlic vote was four for one 
man arid lour for anollier, and oue was a 
bricklaytr and the oilier was not,. 

Al.ii. }iAiii:ii agreed with Aid. Styles, 
Rraug and l-iuberta.m. riiis in.speclor was 
not lie to icil whether the cenitiit or the 
workmanship was gnod, and lie hoped that 
Aid. Belyea would not ihink hard of the 
Council if ihey would not confirm the ap- 
pointment. It would be a very serious 
thing if the bricklayers should stop, and it 
they said they would strike they certainly 
would. 

Ald. Mr.NN thought it would be well to 
have someone see the bricklayers, as it was 
just possible that they were making a mis- 
take. It was quite right that onyono em- 
ployed as fortmiu should bo a practical 
mason, but tho iuapeclor stood in quite a 
different position, being appointed by the 
Council to represent them. It would be 
quite within the power of the Council to 
name members of their own body to act in 
turn as inspectors of the work — without 
hay, of course — and oould tho bricklayers 
nuiko that tho cause of a strike. Or sup- 
)ioee the inspection was mudo by the engi- 
neer, who was not a mason, whiil wmild he 
the difTercnco of his position from that of 
liny other odicer appointed by the Coiuicll 
to do the work ■.' 

TiiE .Maviik— As a inaltcr of fict, the 
law provides that the iiiHpuclioii has to l;o 
done by tho City lOngiiieer. or aui:h oliicer 
as he bIkiII uppdiiit , 

Al.li M':l\i(.l.l('AN' aai'i it [-noiiud to him 
that ihia kii.d of thing had goui! Iiki far, 
mid it wiiH time to proieMi. m hen one body lA 
men umliTtotdi lo govern everybody by 
their rulea iiiid regiilai iuiia. It wag absurd 
on the face of ii for the bricklayers to say 
that the (Council must take one of tlrcir 
union men to inspeot the oontracloi 'a jnii, 
Many a carpenter was better (|ualilie(l lu in- 
spect mas inry than were most liricklayera, 
not one i f whom in eiglil knew much abiiul 
the work except how to lay a brick. It was 
time the Council put its foot down on such 
BODsenso, If the brioklayers wished to 
strike, lot them strike. They said they 
were liard-up for work, but when it was 
given to them they turned about and put 
these quibbles before the Council. 

Ald Belyea said the letter simply meant 
that the Council must go to the brioklayers' 
union and pick out a member to inspeot the 
work of a oontraotor by whom the other 
members were employed. He hoped tho 
Council wonld do nothing of the kind, 
otherwise the members would etaod lower 
in public opinion than ever before. He was 
Burprisod that any aldermen should atk to 
have tho inspection of suoh oontroct works 
handed over to B body of about fifty men 
whose votes they wanted or wore afraid to | 
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lose. The Council should maintain the 
right to make free choice of un inspector. 
Us dignity was at stake, and whatever man 
it chose the bricklayers must suhmit lo. 

ALU. Braqo held that the Council was 
not affected, as the appointment waa not 
made by it, but by a committee. Until 
such time as it was approved by the whole 
board Aid. liolyea had no right to take the 
position that the dignity of the Council was 
at stake. For himself, he did not want to 
catch anyone's vote. 

The Mayor— The City Engineer is the 
first officer in charge of that work. There 
certainly must be a misnnderstanding, as 
Aid. Munn puts it. 

Ald. Bakkr— Don't you think it would 
be very wrong to stop the work ? 

TiiK Mavok— Very. 

Ald. Bakkh— Well, don't you think it 
would he as well to give way tOi the brick- 
layers and appoint one of their number '; 
They don't object to tho Engineer, but they 
do to ft carpenter. I can assure you that 
tho work will be stopped if we don't yield. 
Tho bricklayers can get employment with- 
out the city. 

Tub Mayok asked Aid. Baker not to lose 
sight of the fact that Aid. Belyea, when he 
first spoke, had slated that the committee 
were under the impression that Mr. Murray 
was a practical man. 

Ald. RouKiiTsoK moved that a ballot be 
taken, and that the person receiving the 
highest number of votes be appointed. 

The Mayok— We had that matter up be- 
fore, and wasted a good deal of time over 
it. If you will put a notice on the board 
you can bring it up in the regular way. 

Ald. Styles— That's riulit. I would 
like to Bay that when we meet here we 
should not, bcc.iuae we dilTer, accuse oue 
another of improper motives, and of trying 
to catch this and that. 

Ald HKS"nEii.so.s', who haii come in late, 
explained that before making tho appoint- 
ment Aid. Belyei and bimaelf had luokeil 
over all tho recommendations of the appli- 
cants, and had come to the conclusion that 
the beet man was Mr. Murray, whom they 
supposed to bo quite capable. There was 
no assurance yet that he was not a brick- 
layer except the letter from the union. He 
thought a bricklayer should be appointed, 
but did not believe in any body of men dic- 
tating to this Council, and if the inspector 
were changed it should not be for any influ- 
ence like that. 

The motion to adjourn, upon which the 
union letter had been brought up, was then 
put and carried.

A special examination of tho records of all 
tho banks suspended in the United Slates 
(South Dikota excluded, because of the 
State law i)revonting the gather- 
ing of suoh data) from Januiiry to 
August 31. LSi).'}, shows a total of 140 sus- 
pended hankrt (some of which have resumed) 
owing §100,000,000 and having §175,000,000 
assets. Toronto advices report trade leas 
active but fair, with leading staples in firm 
demand. At Uontreal, dry goods, hard- 
ware and sugar were exceptionally active. 
Nova Scotia reports are favorable, and Elai- 
ifax advices are that trade is about normal. 
The bank clearings at Hamilton, Toronto, 
Montreal and Salifax aggregate $18,069,000 
this week, being 1 per cent less than last 
week and 2 per cent, less than in the same 
week a year ago. There are 47 business 
failures reported from the Canadian Domin- 
ion this week against 36 last week, 27 in 
the same week a year ai;o and 34 two years 
ago. 

R. G. Dnn & Co. in their weekly review 
say : The industries are giving strong 
proof that the consumption of goods was 
not as much arrested as many feared when 
the collapse of trade and mannfaotures 
came. While nianufooturera show extreme 
caution and decline to start work without 
orders, piling up goods at their own ritk, 
the improved financial conditions enAble 
them to accept many orders which would 
have been refused weeks ago, and acual 
orders are rendered fre(|uent by tho exliaus- 
tion of retail supplies in many directions. 
The number of woiks resuming tliia week 
has been at least fifty-eight wholly and 
twenty-four in part, against only fifteen 
concerns mentioned as having closed and 
eight reducing their force. The gain has 
been greatest in cotton where some goods 
touch the lowest prices ever known. The 
failures for the week number only ,'il9 in 
the United States, against 18S last year. 
Only five failures were for over §100,000 
each. The liabilities in the failures 
for the second week in September were bnt 
13,043,129, against $5,319,094 the first week
